‘feet apart onthe floor of the 
hall. The explosion

breezeway between the 
damaged wing and the 
lunchroom when the ex- 
plosion occurred.

District Attorney Lewey 
Stephens, Jr. was quoted as 
saying, ‘‘This is not a 
racial issue, just a bunch 
of damn hoodlums and if 
they’re caught we'll throw 
everything in the book at 
them.’’ Stephens denied re- 
leasing this statement but 
if his feelings are in tune 
with the majority of the 
citizens of Elba, he could 
truthfully say it.
